Courses of the fourth year curriculum re- 
quired for the issuance of permanent teaching 
certificates for normal school graduates will be 
included in the summer session programs of 
the New York State teacher-educating institu- 
tions this year. The normal schools and 
teachers colleges will offer other opportunities 
for teachers in service. Courses have been 
planned so that the requirements for certifica- 
tion, diplomas and degrees may be met. Besides 
offering most of the courses of the regular 
sessions, the state institutions will provide 


New York State College for Teachers, Albany 


The New York State College for Teachers 
at Albany will offer 120 courses during the 
1938 summer session, July 5th to August 16th. 
Courses will be scheduled in the departments 
of ancient languages, biology, chemistry, com- 
merce, economics, education (administration, 
guidance, measurement, philosophy, psychology ), 
English, French, history, librarianship, mathe 
matics, political science, science and sociology. 

Courses of graduate grade will be stressed, 
particularly in the fields of education, English 
and social studies (economics, history, political 
science, sociology) ; graduate programs leading 
to the master’s degree, the superintendent's or 
high school principal's certificate, and the guid- 
ance certificate are emphasized. Undergraduate 
courses lead to the degrees of bachelor of arts, 
bachelor of science in education (for normal 
school graduates), bachelor of science in libra 
rianship (for college graduates), and bachelor 
of science in commerce. Persons not interested 
in matriculating for degrees in the college will 
be admitted to any course for which they have 
the requisite qualifications. 

The resident faculty will be augmented by 
visiting faculty members from a wide range of 
colleges and universities, or a total of more than 
70 instructors, thus making possible smaller 
classes and a closer relationship between stu 
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Courses for teachers of crippled children and 
for sight conservation teachers and teachers of 
hard-of-hearing classes are available to normal 
school graduates and others properly equipped. 

Special emphasis will be placed this summer 
on special class work, science, social studies and 
guidance.

Tribute Paid Doctor Draper 

As part of the Founder’s Day exercises of 
the University of Illinois, an informal ceremony 
was held on March 2d at the grave in Albany 
of Dr Andrew Sloan Draper, president of the 
University of Illinois from 1894 to 1904, and 
first Commissioner of Education of New York 
State.

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Dr Morrison Explains 
Social Studies Program 


Dr J. Cayce Morrison, Assistant Commis- 
sioner for Research in the State Education 
Department, explained the experimental social 

i 
studies program in the elementary schools of 
New York State at a meeting of social science 
teachers of the eastern zone of the New York 
State Teachers Association on April 30th in 
Glens Falls. 

Answering the question “ Why have a social 
studies program?” Doctor Morrison said: 

Much content needed in the education of chil- 
dren is common to history and geography. To 
combine history, geography and_ citizenship 
eliminates duplication and economizes the time 
of pupils and teacher. 

Changing social trends have brought within 
the range of elementary pupils’ experience and 
understanding many issues which heretofore 
have been considered as belonging to sociology, 
economics and political science. If the school 
is to help pupils interpret the world in which 
they live, then certain subject matter from these 
sciences must be included in the elementary cur- 
riculum. 

There is a growing belief that education 
should influence action. For that reason 
instruction in the social sciences should be 
coordinated with the broader task of developing 
a school that influences the child’s daily living. 

Doctor Morrison explained that the experi-

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Early Registration Urged 
for Merchant Marine Academy 


Applications for admission to the October 
1938 class of the New York State Merchant 
Marine Academy, located at Fort Schuyler, 
Bronx, New York, are now being received. 
For more than half a century the state nautical 
school has been training deck and engineer 
officers for the United States merchant marine 
service, just as the Naval Academy at Annapolis 
performs a like service for the United States 
Navy. 

The academy wants applications filed at once 
because of the correspondence entailed and 
because applications received after the close of 
school in June are difficult to complete. 
Furthermore, the early filing of applications 
makes it possible for young men who fail to 
pass the rigid physical examination, identical 
with that of Annapolis, to plan for entering 
another school. 

Fees and expenses for the two years’ course 
in either the deck or engineering department are 
$610. High school graduation is a requirement 
for entrance. If a young man chooses to take 
training for a deck officer, he should have a 
good ground work in mathematics, including 
elementary algebra and plane geometry, and if 
he wants to train for an engineering position 
he should have a good high school record in 
science, including physics.

Melvil Dewey Professorship 
Established at Columbia 


The Melvil Dewey professorship of library 
service has been established at Columbia Uni- 
versity by the Carnegie Corporation in memory 
of Doctor Dewey’s achievements in library sci- 
ence. The chair has an endowment of $150,000. 
The Carnegie Corporation has also made a 
grant of $100,000 to the Columbia University 
School of Library Service for general purposes. 

Doctor Dewey, who died in December 1937 
at the age of 80 years, founded at Columbia 
University in 1887 the first school for the for- 
mal professional training of librarians in the 
United States. When he was made Secretary 
to the Board of Regents and Director of the 
New York State Library in 1888 the school 
was moved to Albany, where it remained until 
1926. It then was transferred to Columbia 


University.

1 Standees shall not be permitted in 
of 30 per cent of the seating capacity of each 
omnibus. 

2 Step-wells must be kept free of standing 
passengers while the bus is in motion 

3 Not more than two passengers in addition 
to the driver shall be allowed to occupy the 
front seat of any vehicle 

4 Seven-passenger sedans shall not be per 
mitted to carry more than ten passengers 
addition to the driver, and five-passenger sedans 
will not be permitted to carry more than six 
passengers in addition to the driver 

These rules shall become effective Sep 
tember 1, 1938.
